decent and dutiful, ſubmiſſive and exemplary: 
Sod held him out to the world as a great ex- 
ample of faith, patience, and truſt in him, 
991 the afflicted righteous i in every age may be- 
old David's conduct in all conditions for their 
own inſtruction and ſupport ; and by conſider- 
ing, as he did, the ſovereignty, wiſdom, and 
other perfections of God, come by degrees to 
poſſeſs their ſouls in peace and patience, and 
get rid of the ſurprize and aſtoniſhment with 
which they are ſtruck upon aweful and melan- 
choly oocaſions.

1. What is here meant by perfection And 
to this I anſwer, that the Pſalmiſt appears to 
me to mean by this, all preſent things hat- 
ſoever ; and if you inquire why he calls theſe 
things perfection? I anſwer again, not be- 


cauſe they are really ſo, or have any juſt and 


fair pretences to this character, but becauſe 
they are too generally ſo eſteem d, and af- 
fected and purſued accordingly. For tho 
ple ſeem to agree, that the preſent world 
18 — unable to furniſh out a proper hap- 
pineſs for a reaſonable and immortal creature, 
yet it is evident to a demonſtration that they 
are generally more ſerious in nothing than in 
the purſuit of this world, and never more 
impatient than when they meet with diſa 
pointment in it. Some who pronounce ſe- 
verely enough upon the world, yet do not act 
a conſiſtent part, but greedily purſue what 
they declare to be vain and imperfect; and 
if any are to be found out who —— 
believe the real imperfection of preſent g 
and aſpire after that which is higher and better, 
yet are not the generality of mankind con- 
vinced

vinced and perſuaded by their example: The 
young will be apt to aſcribe it to their age, and 
the gay and airy. to an unfaſhionable taſte and 
humour; ſenſible things ſtrike ſtrongly upon 
heedleſs minds, and many ſuch there are who 
will try the experiment for themſelves be- 
fore they are perſuaded of their imperfection. 
The Pfalmiſt was aware of this, and therefore 
in compliance with the common opinion calls 
preſent things perfection, and intends by the 
expreſſion all of them, be they what they will, 
or be they ſet to view with ever ſo much ad- 
vantage. Underſtand by perfection here the 
gifts of nature, the products of art, the effects 
of diligence, and any additional bounties of 
an indulgent providence; take into this ac- 
count all that you can fairly ſuppoſe might fall 
within the reach and obſervation of ſuch a man 
as David : Underſtand, by this, wiſdom and 
learning, riches and fame, wit and beauty, 
pleaſures and honour ; things more excellent 
and perfect as well as thoſe which are leſs fo ; 
in ſhort, all that is meant when people talk of 
the advantages of nature, education and for- 
tune: And I apprehend the Pſalmiſt may be 
underſtood here to ſay, I have conſidered and 
examined all thoſe things, I have viewed them 
in their beſt light over and over again, and 
they appear upon trial to be vain and inſuffi- 
e and to have no proper perfection in

2. What is meant by the end of all perfe- 
tion ?

and durable happineſs. And this will appear 
if we confider them 1 ann 
5 1. Uncertzin. And-this n en 
count: It is uncertain whether theſe, things 
will be obtained';-and if obtained, their conti- 
nuance is more uncertain ſtill. They may 
not be obtained. This world is to many, of 
its admirers only as a viſion, and a ſhadow 
which deceives their cager hopes, and mocks 
their impatience with meer amuſement. It is 
not uncommon: for men to propoſe to them- 
ſelves what they are never likely to obtain, 
and to ſeem in the greateſt earneſt in thoſe 
purſuits which their wiſer neighboars knows is 
like graſping: at a ſhadow, or ſtriving to em- 
brace the yielding air; and if ſuch an error 
as this be avoided, and no extravagant hope be 
raiſed, yet is there no abſolute certainty of 
obtaining our end; the faireſt proſpects are 
ſometimes diſappointed by accidents that were 
unforeſeen, and it pleaſes God to blaſt thoſe 
hopes which prudent men thought were well 
ſupported ; the diligent hand does not always 
— rich, and the greateſt 2 are ſome- 
times remarkably unſucceſsful: I returned and 
faw under the pA that the race is not to the 
fwrft, nor the battle to the ſtrong, neither yet 
bread to the wiſe, nor yet riches to men of un- 
derſtanding, nor yet favour to mets-of - skill, but 
time and chance happeneth to them all

But ſuppoſe a man accompliſhes his [end 
and poſſeſſes himſelf of the object he purſues; 


the continuance of his happineſs: is more un- 


certain ſtill, Thoſe who have lived any con- 


fiderable time in the world have ſeen ſtrange 


revolutions in it, even as to ſtates and ki 
doms, as well as private families and particu- 
lar perſons. Men that are in honour abide not 
always ſo; riches frequently make- themſelves 
wings, and -fly' away like an eagle towards hea- 
ven; and ſures are not only ſhort-liv'd, but 
liable to be render'd taſtleſs by many accidents 
How often is a firm conſtitution broken 

ſickneſs, a fair eſtate reduc'd by flames, or in- 
vaded by violence; a lovely y 
a bud nipp'd by a fatal blaſt, juſt when it 
promis d the faireſt fruit; and the beſt and 


moſt innocent of our enjoyments wreſted out 


of our hands in the moſt ſudden and ſurpri- 
zing manner! How many perſons, who once 
flouriſh'd and made a figure, are now deſtitute 
and overlook'd ; and how ſoon may that which 
reduce'd them, reduce others who are now =_ 
rounded with plenty, dwell at eaſe, and 

haps have not one thought of adverſity 2 
is a marvelous inſtance of this uncertainty, 
who was the greateſt of all the men in the 
Eaſt, and who was @ perfect and an uprigbt 


man, who feared God and eſchewed evil; yet 


was he attack'd from all quarters'at once ; his 
eſtate was taken away by robbers, his chil- 
dren kill'd by a whirlwind, his body was in- 
vaded by a noiſome diſeaſe, and his ſoul by

the terrors of the Lord. An inftance ſuited 
to impreſs ſuch leſſons as theſe, Labour not 
to be rich, ceaſe from thine own underſtanding, - 
will thou ſet thine eyes upon that "which is 
not? * Or that of the pſalmiſt, What is man 
that thou takeſt knowledge of bim, or the fon of 
man that thou makeſt account of bim?

2. Unſatisfying. I know that preſent things 
are greatly coveted, and greedily purſued, and 
by the haſte many make to obtain them, and 
the expence of pains, and labour they are at 
in the acquiſition, one would imagine they: 
were indeed perfection; but yet when the 
matter is thoroughly ſearched, the contrary 
appears beyond contradiction. ' The covetous, ' 
the ambitious, and the pleaſurable, are all to 
be produc d in proof of this fact, that the ap- 
petites and deſires of men are not fully ſatiſ- 
fied with any preſent good. What is the co- 
vetous man's enough but a little more than he 
has, and ſtill a little more, age itſelf increa- 
ſing his appetite, as drinking in a dropſy in- 
creaſes thirſt ? The ambitious likewiſe ſeldom 
reſt at any point, or are ſatisfied with any pre- 
terment; and the people of pleaſure grow ſoon

weary of what they enjoy, and are hardly 
kept in temper even by great variety: grati- 
fy d appetites are apt to ſicken and ſurfeit of.

ſerve up its delights. Nay (as one obſerves) 
<« every addition to the wiſhes of a man who 
e is under the power of appetite, and in pur- 
e ſuit of nothing but worldly good, doth, 
<« as it were, ſet him upon higher ground, 
« and. open to his view a larger ſcene of cu- 
© riofities, all which follicit his fancy, mul- 
*« tiply his. wants, and make his power as 
« far ſhort of his will as ever.” And if we 
were to argue this matter, the reaſon of it is 
as evident as the fact is plain and certain; 
for where there is no ſuitableneſs there can be 
no delight; and what ſuitableneſs is there be- 
tween the things of this world, and the de- 
fires of a reaſonable and immortal ſpirit? Pre- 
ſent things may indeed ſerve the purpoſes of 
convenience to us while in the preſent world, 
but not thoſe of true ſatisfaction and happi- 
neſs; for ſpiritual deſires muſt have a ſuitable 
object, and being boundleſs, muſt have an in. 
finite one; and whenever it is otherwiſe pain 
and diſappointment muſt needs be the con- 
ſequence. 

3. Periſhing. That all preſent things are 
ſo is apparent: God that made the world, 
and all that is therein, made it of periſhable 
materials, and for a ſeaſon only; the faſhion of 
it is continually paſſing away: inſomuch as

that one may truly ſay of all ſenſible objects 
as Fob of himſelf, Corruption is their father; 
and the worm their fiſter and mother. Some- 
times our beſt and deareſt earthly comforts 
are ſuddenly ſnatch'd away from us; ſome- 


times they wither in our hands, and periſh- in. - 


the uſing; and ſometimes we ourſelves are 
render'd by age or accident unable to reliſh and 
enjoy them: And the truth is, all mankind 
do in their turns confeſs, that created things 
are pertthing ; they ſee that vanity is written 
on all the creation, as it were with a ſun- 
beam; it is a ſelf-evident truth confirmed by 
the experience of all the living, who cannot 
but in their turns feel it and lay it to heart: 
But ſuppoſe our enjoyments in this world did 
not die away from us, yet we ourſelves muſt 
die from them ; our ih is but as a Vapour 
which juſt appears, and then vaniſhes away; 
diſeaſes will ſhortly break down this earthly 
tabernacle, or age will aſſuredly wear it out in 
a ſhort ſpace: For is there not an appointed time 


for man upon earth? And are not his days like 


thoſe of an hireling ? * Why is our life com- 
par'd to thoſe things that are the moſt frail and 
periſhing, and the quick ſucceſſion of our time 
to thoſe whoſe ſpeed is the moſt noted and 
remarkable; for inftance, the diſpatch of 4 
poſt on the road, the paſſage of a ſhip: under 
fail, and the ſwiftneſs of an eagle that haſt- 


neth to her prey; but to aſſure us, that we 


muſt certainly and quickly die? + And if

this be ſo, what is all created perfection to a 
_ dying body and a departing ſpirit? What friend, 
what poſſeſſion what accompliſhment will then 
revive our fainting ſpirits, or ſtrengthen our dy- 
ing heart? To which of his earthly comforts 
will a man then turn, or can they all together 
miniſter any proper cordial to expiring na- 
ture? What impreſſion would the moſt beau- 
tiful object make on an eye that is lan guiſh- 
ing and ready to be fixed by death? What 
ſtrength would the moſt fine gold give to a 
pale and trembling hand all cover'd over with 
mortal dew? Or what conſolation would ever 
ſuch a confluence of worldly things adminiſter 
to a ſinking dying heart? Can theſe things 
comfort us on our dying beds, or ſtand by us 
in our-laſt extremity ? It is well if they do 
not rather add to our affliction, and increaſe. 
the bitterneſs of death ; but to be ſure our real - 
comfort muſt ariſe from another quarter ; the 
love of God, the light of his countenance, an 
intereſt in Jeſus Chriſt, a rational and ſcrip- 
tural hope of mercy, a religious ſenſe and an 
immortal proſpect; theſe are the things that 
muſt then ſupport us, and nothing elſe either 
will or can: preſent things will attend us thro' 
the preſent lite, if providence prevent not, but 
they will all aſſuredly leave us at the gates of 
death; and if we have no higher and better 
dependance, they and our happineſs will pe- 
riſh together. W 
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3. Jam next to inquire how the Pfalmiſt 


and other good men after him, may be ſaid to 


have ſeen an end of all created perfection? 
1. By obſervation and experience. David 
was a perſon of ſo great conſideration, that his 
opinion in a caſe of this nature muſt be f 
great weight, tho he ſhould not be confider'd 
here as under a divine inſpiration : the emi- 
nent part he bore in the world, and the ſeve- 
ral ſtations of life through which he paſs d, 
gave him great advantage for ſuch an obſer- 
vation as this; his original indeed was low, 
but providence took care to diſtinguiſh him 
early as a perſon intended for the greateſt 
action; he had been a courtier, a general, the 


ſon of a king, and at length was exalted to 


the royal dignity, in all which ſtations he 
muſt have ſeen the world in all its beſt and 
fineſt appearances. When therefore he ſays he 
had ſeen an end of all perfection, you will 


obſerve this is not the language of a private 


man without opportunity of knowing the world, 
and who was never capable to judge of its ſe- 
veral ſcenes and pleaſures: no; he was one 
who had ſeen it with advantage, and enjoy'd 
it with freedom ; he went great lengths in 
gratification and improvement, and had a great 
ſhare of pleaſure; as well as attained to wealth, 
power, and dignity, beyond almoſt any other 
perſon in the world at that time; and yet he 
tells us he ſaw the end of all its perfection. I 
do not mention this becauſe I think no body 


capable

of this obſervation but ſuch as have 


been thus remarkably diſtinguiſh'd, but to ob- 


viate a common objection to theſe kind of ſen- 
timents, (iz. ) that none have learned to de- 
ſpiſe this world but thoſe who have not had 
it in their power to enjoy it; the contrary to 
which appears in the inſtance of David; and 
if there were any need, that of Solomon alſo 
might be added, who made a moſt diligent 
and critical inquiry after ſatisfaction and hap- 
pineſs, and at laſt aſſures us, it is not to be 
found in any creature, nor in all the preſent 
world. And any reaſonable conſidering man 
may make the like obſervation, and be able 
to ſay upon his own knowledge, that preſent 
things are uncertain, vain, and SY 
Younger people have ſeen it in others, and 
the elder have ſeen it, and felt it themſelves. 
What is more common amongſt us then com- 
plaints of worldly diſappointment ariſing from 
every quarter! how many loſe their health, 
eſtates, and friends | how faſt does adverſity 
follow, and frequently tread on the heels of 
proſperity ! one ſcene 1s ſhifted, and another 
and quite different one ſucceeds; the cup 
of affliction paſſes round amongſt us all, death 
and darkneſs approach our families, and cover 
our houſes, and ſhew us all m our turns the 
end of created perfection. There is ſomething 
or other, I ſuppoſe, that is to every one the 
defire of their eyes, and which they feel conti- 
nually _y to their heart, and engaging 
their

their paſhon ; a lovely and ptomiſing child 
perhaps, or a near relation and friend 7 
endeared to us by. wiſdom and love; wi 
whom we freely adviſe and chearfully con- 
verſe, on whoſe faithful breaſt We breathe ur 
our complaints in the darker hours of life; 
and who increaſes our pleaſure in the ſoften 
and brighter ones: perhaps we withdraw from 
this world together, pray, aſcend towards hea- 
ven, and aſſiſt each other 1n : /e/trng aur affe= 
ctions on things above, and cultivating a friends 
ſhip with the bleſſed God.---— And yet this 
life, this comfort is as uncertain as Fonab's 
gourd, and may be ſnatch'd away as ſuddenly. 
Conſider then, what if God ſhould tate away 
this defire of your eyes with his ftrabe? nay 
has he not done it by many already, appoint- 
ing them to attend the funeral of that father 
child, or friend, who next to. God was the 
life of all their comfort: and then they: are 
of David's mind, then every thing is vain and 
uncertain, and they are ready to ſay, Welbt: 
Now do we alſo ſee the end of all ion, 
O what a world is this! who would doat om 
creatures, or ſuffer the beſt of them to lie 
near the heart! Lord, how uncertain; vain, 
and periſhing are all things here below!

Into this David very piouſly and diligently- 
ſearch'd, and by frequent and cloſe meditation 
on it gained much divine knowledge, became 
acquainted with God, and the importance, ex 
cellency

cellency and glory of the inviſible world, and 
was inſpired with lively ſtrains of elevated de- 
votion on many occaſions. Many of his 
Palms, and this in particular ſhows what great 
veneration he had for the word of God, and 
that he learnt from hence principles of truth 
and rules of duty, and promiſes and grounds 
of future expectation, which led him to deſpiſe 
the preſent world, talk of it as a viſionary and 
tranſient thing, and to treat every object of it 
which tended to draw off his heart from God, 
hinder his devotion, and debaſe and carnalize- 
his ſpirit, with great contempt. And if he 
made this uſe of God's word, why ſhould not. 
we do fb, who have the ſame advantages that 
he had? The fame did I fay ?--We have much 
more and greater than he at that time could 
have : And had not David exceeded us in the 
frame of his ſpirit as much as we do him in 
the clearneſs and fulneſs of our revelation, 
we might be much more ſpiritual, devout, and 
heavenly than he: But where is the man wo 
is diſengaged from this world as he was ?. 
Where is the Chriſtian who aſpires as he did, 
riſes into flames of love and devotion, and goes 
into the buſineſs of ſelf-acquaintance and medi- 
tation like him ? And yet what opportunity. 
and advantages have we for this? We have the 
cleareſt views of divine things, and deal not 
in prophecies, types, and ſhadows, ſo much as 
in clear declarations of the mind of God, and 
expreſs promiſes of Iiſe arid immortality which 
are 
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are brought to light by the goſpel; Gad who at\. 


ſundry times, and in diverſe manners, ſpake 1 


times paſt to the fathers by the prophets, hath in 
theſe laſt days ſpoken 15 us by his Son, Jeſus 
Chriſt, Abe is the light of the world, hath ap- 
ed and ſhown ” us tbe way of God more. 
perfettly : We can read over all the ſeripture: 
that was given by the inſpiration of Gad, and 
may ſee enough in the life and writings of 
Chriſt and his apoſtles to induce us to „e * 
glory, honour, immortality, and eternal - lifes 
Their language and behaviour caſt a ſhade up- 
on all the glory of the preſent world, daz- 
zling as it is to the weaker eyes of chef | 
rality of unthinking mortals ; they ſtudiouſſy 
avoided worldly grandeur, popularity, and ap- 
e ; choſe to diſtinguiſh themſelves by 
eavenly- mindedneſs, and ſpirituality of heart 
and behaviour; and cared not how mean their 
appearance in this world was, having reſpect 
unto the recompence of the future reward." And 
did we but duly converſe. with the word of 
God, well underſtand it, firmly believe it, 
and properly digeſt it; did we but feel and 
experience the truth and force of its principles, 
precepts,..promiſes and proſpects, how ſhould 
we alſo live above, /ook unto, Je, withdraw

3. By faith. David believed in God, and 
Chriſt, and the world to come, and livd in 
the exerciſe, and under the conſtant force and 
power of a divine faith ; it had taken a deep 


an active principle in all the parts of his life 
and behaviour. By the aſſiſtance of this grace, 
which is the ſubftance of things hoped for, and 
the evidence of things not 'ſeen, he could riſe 
high as heaven, and ſurvey the happineſs 
and 'glory of it, and therefore no wonder he 
ſaw the end of all created perfection. It 
pleaſed God to admit this eminent prophet to 
a peculiar acquaintance with himſelf, and to 
favour him with more than common diſcoveries 
of his mind and will; like the great apoſtle 
afterwards, he was ſometimes, as it were, 
caught up into the third heavens, and ſaw and 
heard what it was not eaſy for mortals to ex- 
preſs and repreſent one to another : and there- 
fore no wonder David was like Paul crucified 
% this world, and very much abſtracted from 
it: What ſpecial affiance in God does he fre- 
quently expreſs, and what views does he ap- 
pear ſometimes to have of a glorious immor- 
tality beyond the ſtate of things in which he 
lived ? What was it that enabled him to talk 
at that rate you find him doing in many of 
His Pſalms, but faith? Therefore, ſays he, my 
Burt is glad, and my glory rejoiceth ; my 25

All this and much more that 
might be added was the language of faith. T 
would therefore ſpeak to Chriſtians on this 
head, in the words of the apoſtle Fobn - 
WW hathever is born of God overcometh. the 
world ; and this is the. victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith. M ho is be that over- 
4 cometh the world, but be that believeth that 
Jeſus Chriſt is the ſon of God ?** It is faith in 
the future world, and in Jeſus Chriſt the put- 
chaſer and giver of the happineſs and glory 
of it, that will effectually raiſe our hearts above 
the preſent world, and our hopes above the 
moſt perfect happineſs of, and in it. By 75

"extends our view to the awful period, when

And yet faith extends 
our view further ſtill, and ſhews us that eter- 
nal and unperiſhing glory which is after this 
to be revealed; it aſſures the promiſe of God, 
and enables us to ſee what is otherwiſe in- 
viſible ; it affords the lovely proſpe& of the 
buſineſs and bleſſedneſs of heaven, and dif- 
poſes and prepares the ſound and lively Chri- 
ſtian for a ſtate of abſolute and unchangeable 
perfection. ud 


IV. I am now to apply this ſubject. 


1. And here we might infer the infelicity 
and miſery of thoſe who have no hope be- 
'yond this vain, uncertain, periſhing world. 

2. The great miſtake of thoſe who call 
preſent things perfection, and covet and purſue 
them accordingly. Fe 

3. The wiſdom of thoſe who ſeeing the 
wad of created perfection, chooſe God and 
Chriſt and Heaven for their portion, and con- 
duct themſelves accordingly. 

4. Do we ſit at eaſe in this world of ours, 
when ſo many others are beholding the vanity 
and enduring the miſery of it with grief and 
diſtreſs ; let us rejoice in our proſperity, but 
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let us expect a change, and pity and pray for 
our ſuffering and affliced/bfethren;- 


5. When we ſee the end of all perfection by 


ſad and ſevere ſtrokes of » providgnee, let us 
duly conſider them, carefully improve them, 


and ſeek direction and ſupport from the ob- 
ſervation, experience, and faith of the af- 
flicted righteous, and from the word of God. 


Such an event as this is now before us. We 


have lately loſt a very amiable and excellent 
young miniſter, who was both a great inſtance 
and example of religion, and a fit inſtrument 
to recommend and promote it. And ſuch a 
loſs muſt needs fit heavy on our minds; and 
particularly on ſorne who attend on this mourn- 
ful occaſion. - Our buſineſs however is not to 
fit down and ſigh over our loſs,” nor yet to 
complain of the hardſhip and ſeverity of ſuch | 

a proyidence : for it is not for creatures to 


ſcribe but obey : and who kneweth what is good 
for man in this life ? In this event, as in others, + 


we are to acquieſce in the ſovereignty and wiſ- 
dom of God, and to learn from his word how 
to improve in the beſt manner ſuch an awful 


rebuke as this. A regular ſubjection to God 
is there taught us upon the higheſt and no- 
bleſt grounds and motiyes; and the account I 


am able to give you of our deceaſed friend 


may ſerve in ſome meaſure to ſilence our com- 


plaints, and ſatisfy our minds. 
Mr. Samuel Newman was born amongſt us, 


and carly inſtructed, and carefully trained up 


in

in the nurture and admonition of the Lord: 
His tender father carefully watched over his 
early age, and had very ſoon the pleaſure to 
fee ſerious impreſſions made and fixed on his 
mind. He remember d his Creator in the 2 of 
bis youth; was good betimes, and was able to 
ſay, I thy ſervant have feared the Lord from 
my youth. He ſaw the great evil of - fin, the 
worth of his ſoul, the excellency of religion, 

and the neceſſity of an intereſt in the Lord 

Jeſus Chriſt, before many others, who yet at 
length become wiſe and good, had put away 
childiſh things. God, who had the firſt and 

beſt of his time, happily preſerved him from 

thoſe vices and follies into Which young peo- 
ple are but too apt to run, and gave him an 
early dread of enſnaring diwerſions, and a looſe 
behaviour. He did not dare to make bold with 
his conſcience, or with the precepts and re- 
ſtraints of the law of God. He readily and 
quickly yielded to the force of prudent coun- 
ſel, and wiſe example, and happily ;preferv'd 
his innocence, and maintained his integrity, 
and fortify'd his mind againſt the evil impreſ- 
ſions of ſenſible objects. I take the more no- 
tice of this, becauſe he did ſo but a little be- 
fore he died; blefling God for the great ad- 
vantages of a religious education, when he 
thought himſelf juſt upon the brink. of eter- 
nity : And in ſome ſerious minutes with his 
father, (many of which, no doubt, they had 
together) he told him but a little while er 
| at

that ſo l. as he could remember any thing. 
he reevemberd:thes d 2th gh regard to 
God, and to ſpiritual and eternal things. This 
is to the honour. of divine grace, which dwelt 
and ſhined in this young man's heart: and this 
good beginning, as to his moral and Chriſtian 
character, proceeded well; for he continued in 
after- life godly and boneſt, — and tighteous, 
ſober and temperate, and truly conſcientious 
in his words and actions. His natural temper 
was very ſoft, affectionate, ſympathizing and 
— and his deportment and behaviour 
was kind to his equals, reſpectful to his el- 
ders, and civil and obliging to all. He had 
a very good capacity, a quick and lively. ap- 
prehenſion, and a very faithful and tenacious 
memory; which his maſters and tutors ſoon 
obſerved, and often commended, as well as his 
attention and diligence in his ſtudies: and his 
converſation as a fellow-ſtudent is faid oy 
one * who was intimately acquainted- with 
him near 20 years, to be pleaſant and impro- 
ving. He was educated for the mini — 
in London, where he had the great advantage 
of his father's inſpection, as well as the in- 
ſtruction of his tutors, under whom he made 
ſuitable improvements; and after a ſufficient 
time for preparation, came out into publick 
ſervice upon the trial, and with the füll con- 
ſent and approbation of ſeveral London mini- 
ſters. He was not preſs d into the work of 
| the

the miniſtry; but had a great and early incli- 
nation to it. This ſervice was his choice, and 
nothing could diſcourage or divert his thoughts 
from it; and this made it afterwards his great 
delight, and quickened his diligence in all the 

and branches of his work. He paid a 
due regard to all the parts of uſeful learning; 
but the ſtudy of divinity, and a careful at- 
tentive hearing of ſermons became peculiarly 
agreeable and habitual to him; as it ſuited 
the temper of his mind, and was moſt likely 
to ſerve the great end of his life and miniſtry. 
And what great advantage he had for this, by 
attending here on the miniſtry of the very re- 
verend Mr. Tong, as well as that of his fa- 


ther, ye well know, and this congregation 


need not be told. 

I do not ſuppoſe that Mr. Newman, any 
more than other ſtudious and ingenious per- 
ſons, reſted in the firſt impreſſions of his edu- 
cation; * but as his judgment ripened, and 
he grew up into maturer age, he diligently 
enquired after truth, and faithfully followed 
every appearance of it without prejudice, and 
with a becoming freedom of mind. He had 
high, but not extravagant notions of Chriſtian 
liberty; he had the cauſe of Nonconformity 
much at heart, and was a Proteſtant Diſſent- 
ing Miniſter upon the firmeſt principles, and 
without the leaſt inclination to change, and 
had lately read upon this head what greatly 
contributed
